Applicants' response filed on July 1, 2005 to the restriction requirement that was mailed on June 1, 2005 is non-responsive for the 
following reasons: 

Although applicants' election without traverse of Species IV in the response that was filed on July 1, 2005 is acknowledged, 
applicants' incorporation of claims 8 and 15 as Species IV is incorrect. For instance, claim 8 belongs to Speceis I and claim 15 belongs 
to Speceis II. 

Applicants are advised that to reply to the restriction requirement that was mailed on June 1, 2005 by including an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with restriction requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species which are written in 
dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added 
after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a) 

Since the above-mentioned response appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply,
